our 
troops. 
If this policy of fighting with

w i t h o u t hope of victory, attrition 
without forseeable end, persists, 
we shall soon see what it will do 
for those moral p r i n c i p l e s it was 
supposed to vindicate. Now, with 
over he.OOO American casualties, 
we deny our airmen the right to 
fly over 
the 
Communist sanct­ 
uary in Manchuria, the Navy isn t 
allowed to blockade China's ports 
to deny m aterials to their 
war 
m a c h in es, we refuse to use I hinese 
Nationalists in Korea to supple­ 
ment our troops. Why? Because 
the State D e p a rtm e n t 
says it 
might precipitate global war. 
If 
this he true and i f we are not pre­ 
pared to measure up to the risks 
of that test, then obviously the 
primary decision to go into Korea 
was made with insufficient con­ 
sideration of the possible conse­ 
quences. 
This risk was inherent in the 
original decision to go into Korea- 
it was assumed then. This fear of a 
global war is a justifiable 
one. 
But certainly, the chances of pre­ 
cipitating it were just as apparent 
on the initial move into 
Korea. 
The spectre of Russia attack will 
he with us so long as the men 
in 
the Kremlin follow the teaching of 
I enin. Too. if there is one thing 
Munich should have taught a free 
people, it is that peace purchased 
bv appeasement is a sham. Dicta­ 
tor nations strike only when they 
ti ink they can w in ami provoca­ 
tions are merely their artificial 
excuses for aggression. 


If the Russians have not already 
decided upon w ar with the West, 
a full scale effort to bring victory 
in Korea is not going to bring 
them in. If the Russians have de­ 
cided to wage war 
against 
tho 
United States, then they will create 
or accept the provocation which 
best suits their timetable. 
In short, it looks 
to 
me 
as 
though those who 
dictate 
our 
foreign policy or 
panic, 
went 
charging in with Old Glory waving 
high, hut somewhere 
in 
route 
swapped her for an umbrella. 
The people demand and deserve 
a Secretary of State who will sup­ 
port and aggressively work to sell 
to the United Nations a decisive 
and consistent course to end the 
bloody frustration in Korea. Day 
after day our young men fall in 
Korea only to have others replace 
them. We in Texas 
understand 
neither the wars of attrition 
or 
stalemate, we do understand vic­ 
tory and such we must have. 
Yet, in this time of emergency, 
the Secretary of State is a man 
who has lost the confidence of the 
people.
